A yres had to ld him she planned to sue 
fo r div o rce. 
She accused her husband

Mrs. A rm bus te r to ld Pro secuto r Has- 
sett th a t she had ho ard A ryes am i his 
w ife q u arrel

m atters. 
Ayres was the w o m an’s second h us­ 
band 
P ro secuto r B assett and C o ro ner Bass 
w ill hold a co urt of inquiry Tuesday.

before her m arriage,

So rden, a m em ber of one of Shelby 
c o u nty’s w ealthiest and m o st pro m i­ 
nent fam ilies.

F rank lin w*ent to ja il and C o rrans’ 
fine was stayed by A llen D aniels. 
The tro uble in ¡the saloon attracted 
a large cro w d. 
It is said to hav e 
started ov er a game of pool being 
played by C urrans and Jesse So rrell. 
So rrell is said to hav e accused C u r­ 
rans of stealing one of the pool balls. 
C urrans denied the charge and a c ­ 
co rding to the sto ries of the [b ystand­ 
ers, "called So rrell a v ile name. 
The 
two^mon closed, and^then Sam F ra n k ­ 
lin and Adam O w ens,“ano ther negro, 
sided 
w ith 
C urrans and flourished 
rev o lv ers.

E lectricians explain the tro uble by 
saying it is caused by the high v o ltage 
on the tro lley wires.

rainy days there is more inductio n of 
th is so rt than in dry w eather. 
The 
tro lley w ire on th e single-phase sys­ 
tem line carries 3,800 v olts pressure. 
Tho telegraph lines carry from 75 to 
250. 
The telegraph company utilizes 
one w ire fo r the sending of tw o m es­ 
sages by the v arying m agnetism of the 
so unders. 
Such a w ire is called a 
duplex, and carries a v o ltage of abo ut 
150. When a single w ire is arranged to 
carry fo ur messages, it is called quad 
rnplex, and the v o ltage is increased to 
250. 
The telepho ne lines carry a cu rrent 
of no pressure at all, except when 
ringing, w hen the v o ltage is 75. 
B e­ 
cause of the greater differences be­ 
tw een the tro lley lines and the te le ­ 
phone lines, the telepho ne lines are 
m uch m o re sensitiv e to inductio n than 
tho duplex and quadruplex w ires of 
the telegraph com pany. 
The same 
tro uble lias existed to a certain extent 
w ith the direct cu rrent tro lley system s, 
but no t in the same large degree. The 
v o ltage carried on Die direct cu rrent 
tro lley nev er exceeds 550, so there is 
no t the same m agnetic attractio n.

rents. has been so m arkedjthat it pre­ 
dicted a« o nly a m atter of tim e u ntil 
all electric lines w ill be altered to nse 
the single-phase system .

and as the W estern U nio n and te le ­ 
phone w ires are generally stru ng on 
Die same poles, the co nditio ns w hich 
the telegraph and telepho ne com¡tanies 
m ust face w hen the electric lines are 
changed to single-phaso system is a 
m atter fo r serio us debate.

Houses to Follow Hi6 Reforms. 
Indianapolis, Ind.. October 8 .—Th e 
Indiana state* senate next winter will 
be overwh elmingly Republican unless 
th ere sh ould be a Democratic land­ 
slide, and even th en th e Republicans 
would h ave a sligh t majority 
Of th e 
h oldovers, twenty-one of th e twenty- 
live 
are 
Republicans. 
Th ere 
are 
twenty-five senatorial districts wh ich 
h old elections th is year. 
Th e last leg­ 
islature* reapportioned th e state for 
legislative purposes, and it is not diffi­ 
cult to figure out on paper h ow th e 
Republicans ough t to carry at least 
seventeen of th em, wh ich would give 
th em a membersh ip of th irty-eigh t out 
of a total of fifty. 
Th is will mean not 
only an unwieldy Republican m ajor­ 
ity, h ut also th at th e Republicans can 
m uster more th an a two-th irds vote 
on any m atter th at h as been made a 
party measure. 
Th e Republican lead­ 
ers are willing to admit th at th ey 
won’t elect as many members of th e 
h ouse as th ey h ad two years ago, 
wh en th ey h ad seventy-nine of th e 
h undred. 
Th ey say. h owever, th at 
th ey don't want as many, as a one­ 
sided h ouse is difficult to manage.

one seems to be able to figure with 
any degree of accuracy h ow* th e h ouse 
will stand, but it is generally believed 
th at th e Democrats will make substan­ 
tial gains and th at at a conservative 
estim ate th ey will h ave nearly twice 
as many members as th ey h ad in 1905 .
